County Dog Program 


In related discussion, the School Committee agreed 
4-3 to return to the superintendent's conference room 
for its meetings during budget deliberations. 

A decided difference of opinion arose among 
members, some of whom object to the "noise distrac¬ 
tions" of the cafeteria meeting place and others who 
prefer to meet where they are "more accessible to the 
public." • 

Proponents of returning to the smaller conference 
room are Walter Balboni, Jessie Fuller, Roberta Doer¬ 
ing, and John DeBonville. Those favoring remaining in 
the cafeteria are Rosemary Sandlin, Bernadette Conte, 
and Raymond Saracino. 

Balboni summarized his colleagues feelings in 
stating that the conference room is "more intimate" 
and "makes discussion easier without our having to 
raise our voices to be heard." 

Mrs. Fuller added that the committee has always 
been willing to move to the larger space when the 
small room has been crowded with spectators. 
"Meeting in that room has nothing to do with our ac¬ 
cessibility to the public. Our meetings have always 
been open," she declared. 

Saracino disagreed, however, saying that moving to 
the cafeteria site was a "great step forward" in making 
meetings more inviting to public attendance. 

Mrs. Sandlin echoed his sentiments saying she had 
always viewed the small conference room as "uncom¬ 
fortable to enter or to remain in" for some town 
residents. "I also object to having to sit with our backs 
to the public," she added. 

The 4-3 vote placed the site for upcoming budget 
deliberations imthe conference room.

Town Council has refrained from withdrawing from 
the Hampden County Dog Control Program, noting 
that research indicated that the community was not yet 
a part of the program. 

Need More Details 

Councilors attending Tuesday night's meeting said 
that until more details of the regional program are for¬ 
warded, no decision from Agawam will be forthcom¬ 
ing. 

County Dog Control Officer Paul Fieldstad, a former 
president of Town Council, said he viewed the coun¬ 
cil's discussion Tuesday as being neither for or against 
the county program. He said details of the plan would 
he presented to the town by the end of February 

While no councilor or member of the administration 
spoke against the county plan, all who did speak out 
commended Agawam's present dog officer, Santo 
DeSpirit of Congamond Kennels in Southwick 

’In addition to praising DeSpirit's handling of the 
animals. Councilor Jack Shaughnessy, chairman of the 
Dog Control Budget _jmmittee, said DeSpirit has 
managed to run the program "well under budget.' The 
town budgeted $32,000 for dog control. 

Shaughnessy went on to cite an increase in earnings 
from fees since DeSanto, became dog officer, from 
$5,000 to $12,000, and noted that complaints of dogs 
on the loose to police have decreased by more than 60 
percent. 

"The bottom line is we've turned our dog control 
around 180 degrees since DeSpirit took over, said

I have the sneaky suspicion that 
Cronenberg graduated from the school of thought 
which believes that grossing people out is equivalent 
to scaring them 

When Max sees a picture of himself on television in 
which he's blowing his brains out. the TV screen ex 
plodes and human organs pop out from tnside the 
television 

When Max shoots one of the culprits involved with 
Videodrome, not only do we see bloody bullet holes in 
him but we also have the displeasure of seeing this 
dead man's body writhe on the ground as his internal 
parts burst through his skin 

Although these gory scenes may be interpreted as 
hallucinations they go beyond the point of being 
graphic and enter the realm of bad taste 

Personally I was looking forward to seeing 
Videodrome because Cronenberg's last film Scanners, 
was a creative and suspenseful thriller Although Scan¬ 
ners was gory during some scenes the story needed the 
bloody violence for dramatic impact If a film's script is 
well written and its story is interesting enough to hold 
your attention, then it's bloody violence doesn't stick 
out like a sore thumb unfortunately Videodrome is so 
poorly written that it's gore upstages the rest of the pic 
ture's elements 

In all fairness. I must give credit to the movie's star 
Since Woods ( The Onion Field. Eyewitness) is a talented 
actor he's able to avoid the script's pitfalls and 
manages to bring some dignity to the role Therefore, 
he can look back upon this bomb and realize that'it

One of the problems which plagues modern man is 
that there are not enough good programs on television 
But imagine how modern man would feel > there were 
a new television program which would make all or his 
fantasies and nightmares come to life Well director- 
writer David Cronenberg's latest film a gross thriller 
entitled Videodrome assumes that modern man would 
love this new programming as much as the usual view

The plot (what little there is) centers around Max 

Penn (James Woods) the young president of a cable 
television station and a man who believes that violent 
and pornographic shows are a safe outlet for a 
person's hostilities In his never ending quest for less 
than fme programming Max discovers "Videodrome 
a program which features people being tortured and 
other charming things However he soon realizes that 
"Videodrome" is dangerous because he starts to have 
hallucinations after watching the sadistic proqram 
Before he knows it Max's mind is taken over by 
"Videodrome " and he can't distinguish the hallucina¬ 
tions from reality anymore 

While it makes some interesting observations on 
man's relationship with the boob tube Videodrome is 
overly confusing, pretentious, and lacks the slightest 
bit of characterization However its biggest flaw is 
that it's downright disgusting Judgingjrpm the follow

apart from other groups " 

Kelley, an instructor of theatre at Forest Park Junior 
High, has done approximately 16 shows within the last 
seven years and is also currently producing Bye Bye 
Birdie where he teaches McCormick, who works with 
leather and craft goods, has performed in some eight 
plays prior to American Buffalo. The third actor in this 
latest Forest Park Theatre production is a machinist 
named Don Wood Besides co-starring with Kelley and 
McCormick in American Buffalo. Wood has performed 
in Getting Out. a play which is part of the American 
College Theatre Festival, a national competitive event

The Grand Lodge of Masons in 
Massachusetts is the administrative authori¬ 
ty for the Masonic Lodges within the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts as well as 
Lodges located in the Canal Zone, Chile, 
Chin? Japan, and Caribbean Naval Base 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba with a membership 
of approximately 95,000. 

Masonry Around The World 

There are approximately 6,000,000 
Masons who are members of about 150 
Grand Lodges in the world today. Of these, 
there are 49 Grand Lodges in the United 
States with a membership of about 
4,000,000 Masons. 

A Masonic Lodge 

The basic unit of all Grand Lodges is the 
Masonic Lodge, commonly referred to by its 
members as the “Blue Lodge.” This is where 
Masonry operates on a local level under the 
Jurisdiction of its Grand Lodge. It is here 
that the Masonic Lodge receives and acts on 
petitions for membership in Freemasonry 
and confers the three Symbolic Degrees 
known as the Entered Apprentice, Fellow 
Craft, and Master Mason Degrees. 


Membership 

Membership in Freemasonry is limited to 
adult males without regard to race, color, or 
creed, who are of good character and reputa¬ 
tion. 

Information concerning membership must 
be requested by a man of his own free will 
and accord from one he believes to be a 
Mason.

Financial planning is a very popular phrasepnd a lot 
of people may be involved in it. An attorney is involved 
in one aspect of financial planning in planning wills, 
estates, and trusts. An accountant is involved in 
another aspect of financial planning in doing your tax 
returns and telling you what your taxes are going fo be 
An insurance agent is involved in another aspect of 
financial planning when he talks to you about financial 
security (family security). Stock brokers are involved in 
financial planning Trust officers in banks are in¬ 
volved in financial planning. 

The problem that arises is that a person goes 
through his financial life at various times talking to all 
these different people and as a result, instead of hav¬ 
ing one b'asic financial plan, he is actually going 
through life with maybe five or six different financial 
plans The problem which arises when this happens is 
well evidenced by statistics that are put out by the 
department of labor and the social security administra 
tion. These facts are very disturbing to me and I think 
they will be to you when you see them 

They indicate that, if we were to take a cross section 
of one hundred men at 25 years old and looked at the 
same group again when they were 65 years old, finan¬ 
cially where would we find these people after having 
worked 40 years, or having worked a lifetime. One per¬ 
son out of these hundred at 65 would be wealthy • 
that's absolute wealth. He would have enough capital 
to live luxuriously without ever having to work again 
Four people out of these hundred at 65 would be finan¬ 
cially independent - relative wealth. If they were middle 
class while they were working, they could maintain a 
middle class existence when they retire. Five people- 
out of these hundred at 65 are still working; some are 
working because they have to, others are working 
because they want to. We cannot make any determina¬ 
tions or any judgement based upon that group. Out of 
these hundred men at 65, twenty-nine are dead. That's 
average - one out of three do not make it to 65 

The most disturbing thing is that the balance of the 
people - 61 people out of this hundred at 65 - are totally 
dependent. They are totally dependent upon either 
social security, family, friends, charity, some other 
type of government program, or, in many cases, a 
drostic change in lifestyle. Highly paid professionals 
who during that working life have burned up all their 
money They have accumulated no capital so when it 
comes time to stop working, there is going to be a 
drastic change in lifestyle. Here we are the richest na¬ 
tion in the history of the world and we find that 90 out 
of every 100 people in this country reaching 65 are 
either dead or dead broke. The question, of course, is 
why does this happen? They just failed to plan.

Old Town Buildings How On The Move! 



Since the outset of 1983, the town has ex¬ 
perienced several successes in rectifying what 
to do with the former Katherine Danahy 
School and the old Feeding Hills Center 
| Library. 

First, the Danahy School, through the ef¬ 
forts of the Agawam Housing Authority in 
cooperation with Town Hall, has been 
targeted for a renovation and expansion pro¬ 
ject, totaling over $1 million. 

When completed, the former school will 
provide more badly needed housing for the 
: elderly here. 

Last week. Town Manager Edward A. Caba 
announced that former Town Coun- 
ciSor/Selectman, and now local developer, 
Roy Benjamin was awarded the purchase of 
ithe old Feeding Hills Library on the corner of 
Southwick and North Westfield Streets. 

Benjamin will pay the town $21,500 for the 
building and property. He is now exploring 
several possibilities for the site and has taken 
into full consideration the historic importance 
of the building to the town. 

Indeed, both Danahy School and the old 
library are rich in historic value to Agawam. 
These buildings share a great sentimental 
value to many of us, and their preservation 
;and renovation will soon remove custodial 
land financial headaches from the town. 

Guest Editorial... 


There are two other buildings in town that 
are currently being used but share ques¬ 
tionable futures. 

First, Peirce Elementary School in Feeding 
Hills may soon be closed due to declining 
enrollment, and it would be more than sad to 
see this building bordered and left vacant in 
the near future. Hopefully, the School Depart¬ 
ment and other town officials can cooperate 
in finding a constructive use for the school if, 
in fact, it is slated to be closed. 

Next, the old Agawam Center Library. The 
use of this building, more than any, is the 
most complicated as it is entangled in a web 
of court proceedings and complications on. 
the local level. 

The Elm Lodge of Masons are presently 
housed in the Main Street structure and have 
been there for the past four years. They have 
helped maintain and improve the building 
and hope to someday purchase it. 

A court case between the town and the 
family of Minerva Davis, who donated the site 
to Agawam, has put a question mark on its 
future ever since the town closed the Center 
Library in favor of the new Cooper Street 
facility. 

» Again, we hope that cooperation and 
diplomacy between all involved will help 
solve the riddle of this building in the not-so- 
distant future.

I fully supported the motion on Tuesday, February 8th 
that the general meetings be held in the Junior High 
School cafeteria, instead of a small conference room 
In past years, on several occasions, the parent 
groups, of which I was a member, made presentations 
to the School Committee One time we were crowded in 
the conference room and some citizens were unable to 
fully participate due to a lack of space 

At another meeting, the School Committee met with 
a parent group in the cafeteria and after the presenta¬ 
tion the School Committee left and returned to the 
small conference room, leaving the parent group in the 
cafeteria. 

Knowing of the crowded conditions facing them, the 
parents went home Under these conditions, feelings of 
uneasiness occurred because parents felt unwelcome 
and that the members of the School Committee were 
an "untouchable" group

Saracino Rebuffs AEA Officers For Editorial

An open letter to the Agawam Education Associa¬ 
tion Executive Board in response to the comments in a 
recent guest editorial in the Aduertiser/News in 
reference to remarks attributed to me by Joanne 
Brown's January 13th article entitled AEA CON 
TRACT SIGNED AT LAST My remarks as appeared in 
the article were as follows: 

"In explaining his objections to the contract, 
Saracino expressed negative feelings for the inclusion 
of "automatic" step increases across the board He 
noted particular concern with the evaluation process 
most commonly used to determine a teacher's perfor¬ 
mance. "I firmly believe Agawam has an awful lot of 
good teachers who are being shortchanged because 
they are lumped in with the less competent ones " 
Saracino said, asking, "Where is their incentive to im- 
prove if they oil get a step raise automatically each 
year ? " 

In reference to the almost rountine approval of step 
increases based on evaluation of a teacher's perfor¬ 
mance, Saracino noted, "I think it's very difficult for a 
principal who can't help but become friendly with his 
staff to then have to issue a poor evaluation on some 
of these teachers Perhaps we should consider using 
educators from outside Agawam who could evaluate 
more objectively " 

Was Fully Aware 

I am surprised that the AEA Executive Board could 
not surmise from those remarks of the above article 


article were strengthened as it should be it might result 
in some very uncomfortable situations. 

The AEA's reference to a small amount of money in 
eluded in step raises amounts to an average of 2 8 per¬ 
cent increase of the salary There are a lot of people in 
Agawam who would have been very happy this year to 
get a 2.8 percent raise, at least those who have jobs. In 
my reference to automatic step raises, I use the word 
"automatic" because in my research, going back some 
12 years, not one teacher in the system has been 
denied an increment raise. So let's say that it has been 
"automatic" for at least the last 12 years. 

The AEA Board's statement about teachers having 
to spend their own money taking courses is correct to a 
point; but, if the AEA Executive Board, to use their 
words, "fully researched the contract," they might 
have mentioned for the edification of the taxpayers 
that by contract a teacher must take a 2 credit hour 
course once every 3 years, while the step increases are 
given every year They also forgot to mention that 50 
percent or better of the teachers in the Agawam School 
system received their 2 credit hours by in-service 
courses offered by the contract through the school 
system at the expense of the taxpayer. 

Those teachers who comply with the above, receive 
an average increase of 2 8 percent. As I stated above 
at least one-half of them do not incur any expenses 
because the bill was picked up by the taxpayer. 
Perhaps one might not consider 2 8 percent as exorbi¬ 
tant, but if you take the 2.8 percent and add the 6.75

reason is a lack of jobs due to declining enrollment and 
the inability of communities to fund all areas of 
government 

In my opinion the response of the AEA Executive 
Board in the area of increment raises is due to the fact 
that I have stepped on their sacred cow I am sure that 
their fear is that my comments could result in the 
rewriting of this article This could put the AEA 
members in a position of increased accountability of 
-heir professional performance if the verbiage in this 


percent increase this raise comes up to better than a 9 
percent raise for teachers who have not yet hit their 
maximum Not bad, I don't know of many people who 
received a 9 percent raise this year, do you? 

In regards to my remarks about outside evaluations 
the AEA suggests that I have a lack of confidence in 
the administrative staff's ability in using the evalua¬ 
tion tool, and perhaps they may be right. It would seem 
the proper step might be to remove administrators 
from the same association which speaks in behalf of 
the teochers The teachers ore in the AEA Bargaining, 
Unit A and the administrators are in the AEA Bargain¬ 
ing, Unit B, which to me seems to create o Buddy 
System Unions do not include management in the 
same union: associations evidently do Having the 
same association representing your teachers and your 
administrators is not good business 

We Hove Good Teochers 

I would like to mention one point from my statement 
that was not stated in the Agawam Advertiser by the 
AEA 8oard's article and that is "I firmly believe 
Agawam has an awful lot of good teachers who are be¬ 
ing shortchanged because they are lumped in with the 
less competent teachers " 

In closing I would like to reiterate a line from my 
opening statement when I declared for the School Com¬ 
mittee "If elected I promise the voters to continue to 
devote myself to the business interest of the Town of 
Agawam " By stepping on the AEA's sacred cow I will

Vocational Ed. Week Noted By Bruno 


The American Vocational Association, of which 
Agawam is a member, has designated the week of 
February 6th to 10th as Vocational Education Week In 
commemorating this week locally, Agawam's 
Superintendent'of Schools James Bruno Jr highlighted 
some of the ways schools in town are meeting the 
vocational needs of its students 

Middle School students are involved in career 
awareness and career exploration by taking a variety 
o* industrial arts and home economics courses in 
which they make worthwhile projects while learning 
certain skills Middle School students also are introduc¬ 
ed to computer literacy and are exposed to career 
guidance and development through their guidance 
counselors 

Junior High School students participate in academic 
classes which involve researching skills in writing 
career reports, in writing letters and in seeking jobs 
They also explore careers through industrial arts and 
home economics courses, computer use, and the 
Singer Career Center As with their younger counter¬ 


parts, the guidance staff provides social, emotional, 
and career options in the exploration of careers open to 
them. 

Agawam High students are afforded the opportunity 
of immediate preparation for work with course offer¬ 
ings in the fields of business, computers, home 
economics, industrial arts, cooperative education, and 
through the Lower Pioneer Valley Educational Col¬ 
laborative 

The AHS career center provides students with up-to- 
date career literature and a "state of the art com¬ 
puterized guidance informational system The career 
center is open to all students and attempts to provide 
out-reach services to teachers as well 

Career counseling is provided by the guidance staff, 
and specialty career counseling is provided by a high 
school vocational guidance counselor 

Parents are encouraged to talk with school officials 
to learn more about how Agawam is meeting the 
theme that vocational education is indeed "know-how 
for the 80's "

Brownies Play Well... 

Bombers Sink Brownies on Last Second Hoop

When one ballclub with 25 straight losses meets 
another who's lost eight straight, something's got to 
give And sometime an exciting ball gome transpires 
Such was the case ct Agawam High i uesday night 
when the Brownies' boys hoopsters took on the 
Westt eld High Bombers in a struggle *or pride among 
the Division I cellar-dwellers 

The two clubs battled to a 56-56 tie until three 
seconds let- in overtime when Bomber Mark Mason 
canned a five-foot fallaway to give Westfield a heart- 
stopp ng 58 56. win o^er the gome Brownies 

The Bombers win broke a losing sk d that began in 
1981 T heir last previous win came <n similar cir- 
circumsrances over Chicopee when Mason then a 
sophomore, scored a last second bucket 

For the heartbroken Brownies and their fans, it was a 
rough lass to swallow especial I. in the wake of a huge 
early iead and fine overall games from Rocky Bush, 
George Sandlin, Dean Lecierc and Scott Cofer 

Bush went 7-7 from the field to finish with 15 points, 
12 o' them coming in the rirst Quarter in which 
Agaw am grabbed a 22-1 1 lead Cofer popped in eight 
of his H5 points in the opening eight minutes, as the 
Brownies heated the iron 

Bu' the Bombers refused to be blown away and 
game-high scorer Ken Sullivan sank 8 of his 20 points 
dowr the stretch after engaging in a shooting duel with 
Sandhn wno swished two 10-foot jumpers and a 
reverse layup 

The iocais converted 1 5-23 attempts from the field 
(65 percent) in the opening hah and dung to a 33-25 
lead 

An early sign of trouble popp>ed up when Bush pick¬ 
ed up his fourth foul just before halfhime, forcing him 
'o sit out most of the remaining minutes He eventually 
fouled-out with five minutes left in regulation 
The Bombers kept chipping away in the third quarter 
and held *he Brownies scoreless during a key four 
minute stretch when they capitalized on four con¬ 
secutive turnovers 

Those bobbles aided an 8-0 outburst, including a 
Mason three-point play which deadlocked the game at 
37-37 with 3:53 left in the quarter. 

A three-point play by Sandlin and a Cofer layup put 
•he Brown.es up, 44-39 to open the f nal quarter. The 
locals held on to five-point leads for much of the way, 
but ocor foul shooting and sloppy ballhandling kept 
them from widening the margin 
W th 1:20 left, Sandlin's second foll ow-up try slipped 
through the cylinder to give Agawam a 54-49 advan- 
•oge but *wo costly turnovers prevented them from 


getting off another shot in regulation 

True to their form, the Bombers knotted the game at 
54-54 on a Sullivan hoop apd a three-point play by 
Mike Gartska with 53 seconds left. 

Taking over the final ticks after a travelling call, 
Bomber Mike Mason's downtown try spun in and out at 
the end of regulation 

In the overtime, the Mason brothers would not be 
denied, however But the Brownies broke on top mid¬ 
way through the final stanza on a follow-up bucket by 
Lecierc With a minute left, Mike Mason tied it at 
56-56, sinking a 15-footer from the left corner. A bit 
later, the agony ended on Mark Mason's clutch shot 
He finished up with 13 points, while his brother added 

Downtrodden but upbeat, Brownie Coach Lou Conte 
gave credit to Lecierc, Bush, and Sandlin for their 
clutch play, and added, ''The kids worked hard all the 
way and you can't ask for anything more It was good 
for them to be in a pressure ballgame." 

Lecierc hit all four of his shots; finished with 8 points 
and 10 rebounds Sandlin led the locals with 16 points, 
canning 7-1 1 from the field, along with grabbing nine 
boards Cofer added 14 points and Boo Smith three. 

But on the negative side, the Brownies led in tur¬ 
novers (21-10) and hit 8-15 from the foul line which 
cost them plenty 

Agawam fell to 2-1 1 with the loss

At the Green Lake National Fish Hatchery, the 
"closed system" has produced 2,650 Atlantics as 
breeders over a five-year period On station right now, 
Green Lake has over 943,000 young Atlantic salmon.

As sophomores, both forwards enjoyed excellent

Although the two sport more than impressive stats, 
they give more of the credit to the entire club whi ch, at

Tommy Knight Once 
"A Skinny Sophomore"

Whether wearing a uniform of the Agawam Brownies 
as a three-sports star or a three-piece suit as a computer 
expert, Tom Knight is a person who's made the most of 
every opportunity 

At a mere 5-9 128 pounds in high school, Knight 
savs "I was very lucky to be where I was at the time 
because I certainly wasn't big enough " Physical stature 
aside Knight shined on and off the field, winning the 
respect and admiration of fans, teachers, and from the 
legendary Brownie mentor, Harmon Smith 
Needed A New Quarterback 

The year wes 1946 The Brownie gridders, coming off 
one of their best seasons ever, needed a new quarter¬ 
back That summer Smith decided that sophomore 
Knight would be "the man " 

Before his debut, Knight recalls, "I was so nervous I 
could hardly see," but later that year showed his poise 
m a 21 20 upset over Turners Falls, a game which is 
regarded as a classic to this day 

Along with his offensive mates; Cliff Kibbe, Buddy 
Johnson, Buddy Swartz, Louie Gonet, and Roger 
Heywood the Knight led Brownies would finish at 7-2 
The sophomore signal caller established himself as a 
top flight field leader and passer, once enjoying a 
perfect 9 9 afternoon against West Springfield 

Knight continued to shine as a junior, pacing the 
locals to an undefeated season only blemished by a tie 
m the finale that ended up costmq them the regional 
title In those days, it was up to the local sportswriters to 
pick the champ That honor fell to Westfield, which 
didn't sit too well with the folks in Agawam where 
Knight recalls. "We had a banquet and declared 
ourselves the champs " 

Knight's final season "was a big disappointment for 
all of us." as the Brownies fell to 500 after a rash of in- 
luries including one to Knight, disrupted the Brownie 
program Knight was forced to sit due to torn foot 
ligaments, a dislocated thumb on his throwing hand, 
and a concussion 

Knight Trademark 

But overcoming physical obstacles was a Knight 
trademark. as«he certainly proved in the spring of 1949 
on the Biownie baseball team As a junior on the dia¬ 
mond he had fastballed to an unbeaten season, coming 
within two outs of back-to-back no-hitters His pitching 
prowess even caught the notice of the then New York 
Giants and Detroit Tigers 

However, in the winter of 48 49. finishing up his se¬ 
cond season as captain and small forward on Smith's 
basketball team, Knight tore his pitching shoulder 
"There was plenty of speculation as to whether I could 
throw again My recovery wasn't great, but I was well 
enough to get by " 

To Knight "gettinq by" meant practicing every wak 
ing hour to become a left handed outfielder 

Kegardless of the injury, Knight had enough going for 
him outside the realm of athletics during his Agawam 
days to insure a successful college career Knight says, 
"Everything starts in high school It points the way to 
what you do later in life Sports are fun, even when 
you're getting older but one shouldn't place sports 
above all else " 

Knight practices what he preaches today, serving 
three years as class president at the high school, 
graduating second in a class of 85 students, and winn¬ 
ing several math awards in June of 1949 He recalls, "I 
missed the honor roll only once, and my teachers didn't 
sneak to me for weeks

With strong academic and athletic backgrounds 
behind him, Knight entered Williston Academy with a 
verbal agreement from Yale that he would get a crack at 
quarterback. "The idea of me going to Williston was to 
get fat," he chuckled But during his Williston tenure he 
was encouraged by a headmaster that Williams or 
Amherst College was better for Knight's purposes "He 
thought I'd do better at a smaller school," he 
remembers 

Knight took the advice and went to Amherst, quarter- 
backing the Lord Jeffs to stellar campaigns during his 
junior and senior years Tom won All New England 
honors and the team took the "Little Three" champion¬ 
ship He also played every infield and outfield position 
on the baseball team at one time or another 

Before graduating as a history major from the liberal 
arts school, Knight had the honor of being a student of 
famous poet Robert Frost, then an English professor at 
the college "Mr Frost was a quiet, shy man," Knight 
said, "and I remember what an honor it was having him 
come to our football practices " 

Two-Years In Army 

Like many of his fellow graduates in the mid-1950's. 
Knight was drafted for a two-year tour of duty in the U S 
Army before starting his career in the insurance 
business. 

While living in the Los Angeles area, he used his "try 
something else" philosophy and studied computer 
science and date processing in the early 1960's, some 
20 years before the software revolution took off 

In 1966 his extreme interest in computers paid off as 
he accepted a post as senior systems analyst for The 
Hartford Insurance Company More importantly it 
gave he and his wife Georgine. the opportunity to. 
move back to Agawam and raise his four children:., 
Tom Jr . Paul, Mitchell and Kristin 

"Living in the Los Angeles area was like living on an 
anthill. Agawam is a good town The people seem to 
look after each other I'm happy to report that you can 
go back to your roots again and be very content," he 
said
